Passing of James C. McLean 


JAMES COLIN McLEAN : 


The death. of James Colin Mc- 
Lean, on Monday, January — 10, 
1949, in the Viking hospital, mark- 
ed the passing of a well known and 
highly respected ‘citizen of the Irma 


_ district. 


The deceased was born in Bow- 
manville, April 25, 1883, being the 
only son of the late Mr. and Mrs. 
James McLean. There he received 
his public and high school educa- 
tion. 

After being employed in Bow- 
manville and Toronto he came to 
Edmonton in 1905 and worked with 
the Hudson’s Bay Co. In 1907 
he and his father took up home- 
steads north-east of Irma and in 
the following year in company 
with Don McCready, now station 
agent at Jasper, drove from Ed- 
monton and settled in the district. 
Later Mr. McCready became the 
first station agent at Irma... In 
1909 Mr. McLean and his father 
brought in over the new Grand 
Trunk Pacific line the first car 
load of settlers’ effects to be un- 
loaded at Irma.

and fats and oils. 

Looking into 1949, authorities in 
Canada predict a decline here, prob- 
ably in the last six months. 

In Canada, the over-all food ‘sub- 
index in the official cost-of-living in- 
dex showed a slight dip at Nov. 1, 
but nothing outstanding.

of radiant heating of highways in 
the Klamath Falls mountain area 
on U. S. Highway 97, and found 
it to be wonderfully satisfactory 
in removing ice and snow. 

State Highway engineer Roy 
Kennan, said that the pipes in- 
stalled in a new section of pave- 
ment on a steep grade usually cov- 
ered with snow and ice all winter 
long, was. keeping the highway 
dry and warm.
